N< w York. April 12.— A dispatch 
from Port of Spain, Trinidad. s«jrs ef- 
torta are b«lnt,mad« by th* offlcial 
preH of Venezuela to create appre- 
hension throughout Latin-America 
that tho United States is seeking to 
control the new world. A great outcry 
1b being raised over the American pol- 
icy in Cuba wbicb ia cited aa evidence 
of farreachlBf ambitions on the pa i t 
of the United States. 

Tbe most influential Caracas joiir 
nal issued In niourning Its edition an- 
nouncing the capture of Aguinaldn. 
Tbe Filipino leader jvas ranlced amoim 
the treat heroes of history and tbe 
American policy in the Philippines ia 
bitterly assailed. 

News from Barcelona, Venezuola. la 
that the Venezuelan government dt fi- 
nitely refuses to malce reparation in 
tbe case of the American consul. Mr. 
Baiz. who was twice imprisoned, it is 
alleged, without cause, and from 
whom large sums were extorted. 

Cabinet Meeting. 

Washington. April 12.— The legal 
procet (liiiKs at New Orleans to pi - 
vent the shipment of mules to the 
British army in South Africa was the 
cbeif matter before tbe cabinet and 
tbe attorney gmeral was directed to 
make aa hiveatigation of the question 
and report his opinion to tne ( al)inet. 
As near as can be learned, members 
of the cabinet are of tbe opinion that 
I tbese proceedings ara contrary to tbe 
rights of the government. The view 
expressed is that when neutrality pro- 
ceedings are inaugurated in Unitfd 
States courts they should be brought 
in the name of the United States, an 
alleged violation of neutrality being a 
question affecting nations not Individ 
uals. Attorney Oc neral Knox will 
make thorough investigation of the 
New Orleans case. If it is found the 
neutrality laws are such as to permit 
IndlTldnala to bring proceedings lu 
courts, congress may be asked to pass 
sncb amendments as will leave these 
questions whollv in the hands of the 
government. The president submit- 
ted to the cabinet a cablegram from 
Secretary Hunt of Porto Rico express- 
ing satisfaction with Ooremo Allen's 
continuation at the hoad of the in- 
Buar government, and denied the v. 
ports of di.-^aflectlon, dlBContOnt and 
destitution in the island. 



Official Inquiry Instigated. 
Washington, April 12.— The infor- 
mation in the possession of the de 
partment of agriculture regarding the 
British government's decision to h'ly 
only homebred beef for its army sup 
plies after June 1 consists of tlie ad 
vices from three large packing houses 
in Chicago and the press report from 
London confirmatory of tbese advicea. 
No official conflnnation has been re- 
ceived. Secretary Hay has cabled Ar« 
liassador Choate to make inquiry into 
the reason for the order of the British 
government, a measure which ex- 
eindet the American refrigerated be^f 
heretofore used. This action is taken 
at the Instance of tbe department uf 
•grtcultnra. 

Postal Clerk Arrested. 
Philadelphia. April 12.— Postal in- 
spectors arrested Jcrnnie S. France, 
an employe of tbe main postofflce in 
this city on a warrant charging him 
with stealing and rifling tbe mall. 
France was what is termed a "state 
caser," and his duty was to dlstribuate 
mail into cases for each state in tbe 
union. For several weeks complaints 
bavo been received from various sec- 
tions of tho \Bonntjr of mil bolng tam- 
pered with. Postal Inspectors ware 
put on the case and as a result France 
was arrested while at work In the 
postolBce. Tbe inspector* say France 
mad* a partial confession. 

Will Resume Patent Practice. 
Washington. April 12.— Walter H. 
Ohambarlaln of C^ieacn. tandored bis 
resignation as United States assistant 

commissloiver of patents. Tbe resig- 
nation will take effect May 1, when 
Mr. Chamberlain will resume the 
practice of patent law. Mr. Chamber 
lln called on President McKlnlay and 
explained that be cannot afford to re- 
main bara and neglact his practice. 

Will Manage sn Ohio Line. 

Watertown. N Y. April 12 -3. n. 
Smith has resigned as superintendent 
of tbe Black River Traction company 
In this city and will become general 
manager of the Cincinnati. Columbus 
and Southern railway, an electric 
line, with Cincinnati and Columbus as 
the terminals.

Sandico belon::s to a distinguished 
family residing at Pandakan. near 
Manilla. He is a man of energy and Is 
well educated, speaking several Eu- 
ropean languages. It waa announced 
April 8 In a dispatch from Manilla 
that General Sandico surrendered to 
the American authorites at Cabanatu- 
an. in the province of New Ecija, 
Island of Ldzon. It was added that 
Sandico has a bad record and might 
be tried. 



Marine Insurance on War Basis. 
San Francisco, April 12. — Vessela 
bound from this coast to Chinese and 

Japanese ports must carry extra in- 
surance and have been put on a "war 
risk" basis. This means a heavy ad 
dition to tbe usual rates of insurance 
and comes in the class of special 
hazards. The reason for this decision 
on the part of the marine underwrit- 
ers is the strained relations between 
Japan and Russia. Tbe first vessel 
on which war risks wei% written was 
tbe Hongkong Mam, on* of tbe Jap- 
anese line, wbicb sailed with extra 
lines of Insurance on bull and cargo.

Peking, April 12,— The committee of 
ministers wbicb is considering China's 
resources has reached th* conclUBion 
based upon what Information is thus 
fhr obtainable, that $300,000,000 in 

gold can be raised witliout injuring 
China's resources. The examination 
by the committee into the subject is 
incomplete and It will probably be 
*ub*«quently learned that other Chi 
nese resources for indemnitle* are 
available. The discussion of politics 
this week gave place to amusement, 
commencing with tbe German races 
at the hunting park Monday. Tbe re- 
mainder of the week waa devoted to 
International races, an assault at 
arms, and tent p< at the Temple 

of Heaven. The llussians particularly 
celebrated the caster holidays. 

The ministers openly express their 
desire that the foreign troops leave 
Poking. They are soeminjily as anx- 
ious for thi' departure as were the be- 
sieged ministers anxlou* for the ar 
rival of the t.'-oops. 

Russia Bulldozing China. 
London, April 12. — Japan's attitude 
with regard to the Chinese situation 
Is now more clearly defined. When 

the Chinese court returns to Peking 
another protest will. It is said, be sent 
to Russia against the occupation of 
Manchuria. The Russian minister in 
Peking is reported to have been in- 
structed to adopt a policy of terroriza- 
tion toward China in the hope of com- 
pelling the imix-riai court to agre* to 
a Manchurian treat v. 

Reducinrj Forces In China. 
London. April \2. — A (lisi)at(h from 
Peking says the French military au- 
tborltle* contemplate withdrawing 7,- 
000 men at an early date. The Oer- 
mans are preparing to repatriate the 
infantry brigade. The indemnity 
claims are nuw understood to total 
£60.000,000. 

Leprosy in Canary Islands. 
Washington, April 12.— The exist- 
ence of about 200 lepers on island of 
Teneriffe, Canary Islands, has been of- 
ficially reported here by United States 
Consul Berliner. The provincial gov- 
ernment at Teneriffe has lately built 
a large building about two miles out 
of town. The building has two separ- 
ate wing*, one for insane patients and 
the other for lepers. United States 
Consular Agent Swanson. on Grand 
Canary Island, in an accompanying re- 
port says leprosy there Is decidedly 
decreasing. There are 60 patients in 
the leper hospital at Las Palmas. A 
few families Infected with tbe disease 
live in their homes. 

Havana Stevedores Offended. 

Havana. April 12. — Captain Lucien 
Youn;^. carjt'iin of the port of Havana, 
has sentenced Secundino Torral de 
Garcia and Julio Urrutla. editor and 
director of Rl Stevedore, to fO and 30 
days respectively in Altaras prison, 
for a libelous article in which it was 
said that Young lied when be sent 
General Wood a copy of the paper 
purporting to contain the agreement 
with tbe stevedores reached In the 
recent strike. Young has a hai bor 
court and authority for his action. The 
stevedores are greatly incensed and 
threaten to make trouble. 

Franco-Rusao-ltaiian Alliance. 
St. Petersburg. April 12. — The news 
papers express keen satisfaction at 
the festlTlti** at VlUcrfranebe and 

Toulon, as evidencing tbe strengthen- 
ing of the Pranco-Russian alliance, 
and they consider that the Franco 
Italian rapproachement is calculated 
to lead to the early conclusion of an al- 
liance between Russia* France and 
Italy, which, in view of the pacific 
sentiments of the three powers would, 
in the opinion of the newspapers of 
St. Petersburg, c(>rstltute an effica- 
cious guarantee of European peace.

CALL ED SUDD ENLY. 
Ohafrman Walki-r of tke Santa ¥f 

DledofllPHrt DiHfHSf. 

New York. April 12.— Chairman 
Walker of the Atchison. Topeka and 
Santa Fe railroad died suddenly at hit 
home In tbl* city of heart disease. His 
death came as a surprise. He bad not 
been feeling well for two weeks but 
was not so ill as to create any con- 
cern among his friends and family. 
He was to have sailed for Europe Fri 
lay and all arrangements had been 
made for hi* departure. Mr. Walker 
leaves a widow and two children. 

Aldace P. Walker was born in West 
Rutland, Vt,, In 1842. He was ediicnt 
ed at Middlebury, Vt, college and at 
tbe Columbia law school, after which 
he *erv*d with the New York volun 
teers In the civil war advancing to 
the rank of lieutenant colonel. After 
the war, Mr. Walker practiced law in 
New York from 18G7 to 187:! when he 
removed to Rutland. Vt In 1882. be 
was elected a state senator In Ver- 
mont and from 1887 to 1889, he served 
as a member of the interstate com- 
merce commission. On leaving the 
interstate commerce commission, Mr. 
Walker became chairman of the West- 
em Trafllc association. His connec- 
tion with the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fc railroad began in 1804, when 
he was appointed receiver of tho com 
pany's propity. After the reorgani- 
sation Mr. Walker was made chair 
man of the board of directors and be 
retained this position up to the time 
of hi* death.

Record Breaking Bllnard. 

Denver, April 12. — The weather has 
cleare<l. afl"r a continuous snow 
Storm of !IG hours, and the snow is 
melting rapidly. The storm was the 
most extensive known in April along 
th* eastern slope of the Rocky moun- 
tains In 10 years. There was but lit- 
tle snow on the western slope. RfJ- 
tary snow plows were kept in opera- 
tion on all railroads running over the 
divide and passenger trains were run 
although tbe schedules were badly 
disarranged. Many freight trains 
were stalled in snow drifts and 
no train was run except on spei ial or- 
ders. Service on several mountain 
lines was entirely abandoned. All the 
roads are again opened. Three col- 
lisions occurred in the blinding snow 
between n. nver and Pueblo, the most 
serious at Eden, between Rio Grande 
and Atlantic express and the Uui k 
Island passenger train from tbe east 
In which six persons were slightly in- 
jured. The storm was of graat b*n*-

In an interview Mr. James said: "I 
have Just returned from a long so- 
journ on Russian and Chinese soil, it 
is my opinion that Russia will never 
take Manchuria or permit others to 
seize it Russia and the Russians are 
misunderstood. The evil of the mis- 
understanding is easily traced. It is 
due to the diplomatic use of newspa- 
pers by Great Britain The latter is a 
Jealous nation with a powerful navy. 
Her great factories have lost tli'» 
trade with Russia and America has 
gained it In 1893. the Russian gov- 
ernni'-nt first received a concession in 
Manchuria from China. Russia niaile 
a formidable lort out of I'ort Arthur 
and constructed a railroad across 
Manchuria at a cost of over $50,000.- 
000. Last summer, during the trou- 
bles over $30,000,000 damage was done 
this railroad by the Boxers. In or- 
der to save her propety. and preserve 
it from entire destruction Russia sent 
125,000 soldiers along the road and the 
Chinese who had become roving bands 
of outlaws and thieves were driven 
almost entirely from the country. The 
emperor of Russia is a home-loving 
man, and his subjects who are now in 
that Manchurian army are of the 
farming class of Siberia, and it is the 
emperor's wish to have his army sent 
home, where they are needed to pre- 
pare for the coming season's crops. 
Still Russian property must be protect- 
ed and with such purpose in view 
Russia tried to gradually withdraw 
from .Manchuria making tei-ms with 
Chinese officials to protect the great 
railroad. The I'hincse are well aware 
of tbe close friendship of Russia. 
They know that in 1893 the csar pre- 
vented Manchuria, Mongolia and "Thi- 
bet from revolting and raising the 
Russian flag over their countries. The 
highest officers and priests of those 
three countries have visited the czar 
every year, praying for permission to 
raise the Russian flag over them and 
every time these representatives re- 
ceive V\f same answer: 'Russia will 
never permit her flag to be raised over 
your countries. We want your coun- 
try peopled by its present citisens as 
a great opi n field and barrier between 
tlie popiilati (1 districts of China prop- 
er aiiil tlij borders of Russia.' Hai 
one gone along the line of the trann- 
raihv.iy last fall as I did.

Honest men, without regard to party, 
and without ounsidering the individual- 
ity of the lete Williem Ooebel, are get- 
ting tired of the miseiable, peltifojiuing 
attempt to belittle the murder at Frask- 
tntt which 00 etarlled .the eeontry a few 
years ago. The killing of (loebel was 
without (question a political aasaasination. 
There bee been eofBcient evidence, re- 
peated tuany times, to show that there 
was conspiracy, and the man who was to 
be the pritcipal hentficiary of Goebel's 
death has been substantially a fugitive 
from justice for many months, and has 
owed his exemption from arrest to the 
friendly and strained action of the Qov- 
emor of a neigbborfng State. 

Ill the trial ofGamett Riplev at Frank- 
fort on Monday ex-(iovernor William O. 
Bradley wae placed en tlie witneee otand. 
He had not been called in the previous 
trial of men indicted for complicity in 
the Goebel murder, and it is plain that 
the defense did not want him, though he 
had such intimate relations witli the Re- 
publicans that he was one of "Governor" 
Taylor's counsel. Governor Bradley tes- 
tifies that on the day before the shooting 
of Goebel be had 'a conversation in Frank- 
fort with Riployi who was in command 
of one of the military companies, and 
who was aggrieved at the treatment he 
bad received at the hands of Taylor. 
Here ie a ehort extract from the ex-Gov- 
ernor's testimony: "He (Ripley) said 
that on the day before Mr. Goebel was 
killed he went into the Executive office 
to see Governor Taylor ; that he went up 
to bim and said to him: 'When shall I 
bring my men, or bring my oompany ?' 
And that Governor Taylor reeponded: 
'My God, haven't you brought your men 
yet? Bring them at once. Goebel can't 
live another day,' or 'won't live another 
day.' That if about the eubetance of the 
conversation as I recollect." 

Of couse, Governor Bradley did not de- 
sire to be etiM to the witneee stand, but 
heinif there he told the truth, though it 
was against one of his clients. It ap- 
pears from his teetimony that on another 
occasion he heard (<f a threat to assassinate 
Goebel as he would walk out of the State 
House, and until positively aeeored that 
the bloody work would not be under- 
taken persisted in a purpose to warn 
Goebel and attend him peraonally ae he 
emerged. from the building. 

These features of Governor Bradley's 
testimony are obscured in the published 
acoounte in the party journals, which 
have all along tried to belittle the mur- 
der of Goebel. They make the illumin- 
ated announcement that the Governor 
knew of no conspiracy, but have no cap- 
tions to call attention to what Ki|)ley 
told him the day before the assassina- 
tion. This is one of the euro evidencee 
that the active partisans of "Governor" 
Taylor cannot stand the truth. 

The time is past for tender treatment 
of this subject. William Goebel was 
foully murdered. It was a political as- 
sassination. There was a widespread 
conspiracy in high quarters. The at- 
tempt to show that the killing was a 
passinK personal afTiiir, for which no- 
body was responsible, has become a dis- 
grace to our dTilisation. 'It has come to 
this, that the public or private man who 
does anything to further keep the con- 
■piratore out of the hande of the ooarte 
must have the contempt of all hoBert 
and decent men.
